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Much  publicity  lias  In  on  rightfully 
given  the  French,  English,  Scottish 
ami  i  veil  the  German  settlers  of 
Nova  Scotia;  but  to  date  little  or 
no  reco!’  ni t  ion  has  been  accorded  the 
Dutch  Loyalists  who  came  after  the 
Revolution,  lirst  to  Shelburne,  and 
thence  to  Tusket  in  this  County. 

The  ancestors  of  these  people  had, 
about  1  GdO,  founded  the  Colony-  of 
the  New  Netherlands  in  the  districts 
about  the  Hudson  River,  and  estab¬ 
lished  their  capital,  Nieuw  Amster¬ 
dam,  later  the  City  of  New  York. 

When  the  rebellion  against  the 
British  Crown  was  fomented  by  the 
Puritan  English  of  New  England 
and  ollicered  by  the  Cavalier  Eng_ 
lish  of  Virginia,  it  is  worthy  of 
particular  note  that  so  many  of 
these  New  Netherlanders,  alien  in 
race,  tongue  and  customs,  and  still 
smarting  under  what  they  must  have 
felt  was  the  injustice  of  their  con¬ 
quest  by  the  British,  chose  to  serve, 
the  Crown;  and  tliai  New  York  was 
the  last  bit  of  territory  held  by  the 
British  in  what  is  now  the  United 
Slates. 

Tt  is  with  a  view  to  recording 
these  facts,  and  not,  as  may  be  as¬ 
sumed,  merely  because  of  family 
pride,  that  these  notes  have  been 
compiled.  For,  as  with  all  fami¬ 


lies  which  can  trace  their  ancestry 
back  for  centuries,  it  must  be  free¬ 
ly  admitted  that  many  of  those  men. 
tioned  have  not  .  been  altogether 
glittering  ornaments  on  the  family 
tree. 

The  Family  Name 

The  name,  spelt  variously  in  at 
least  21  different  ways  on  the  re¬ 
cords,  probably  is  one  of  the  oldest 
in  Continental  Europe,  emerging  at 
about  the  time  when  family  names 
were  lirst  being  used;  and  seemed 
to  be  derived  from  the  family 
Aims,  which  translated  into  Eng¬ 
lish,  are  as  follows:  — 

The  upper  third  of  the  shield  Blue, 
with  two  gold  pieces: 

The  centre  third  Gold: 

The  lower  third  Blue  with  one  Gold 
piece 

from  which  the  name,  also  translat¬ 
ed  in  English  as  “Bluefield”  could, 
and  probably  did,  derive. 

Allied  Families 

The  records  show  the  Blauveldts 
and  Lents  inter-married  in  Holland, 
but  it  has  been  thought  best  to  start 
these  notes  with  the  originals  in 
America;  and  since  all  the  Yar¬ 
mouth  County  Lents  are  Blauveldts 
in  two  ways  through  Breech je  Smit, 
wife  of  Cobus  (James)  Lent;  and 
since  all  the  Yarmouth  County  Blau- 
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velts  are  VanNordens,  some  of 
them  in  two  or  three  ways;  and  are 
also  Hatfields;  and  many  of  the 
Hatfields  are,  of  course,  also  Blau- 
velts;  it  has  been  necessary  to  pre¬ 
face  the  strictly  Bluuvelt  genealogy 
with  notes  on  the  ancestors  of  these 
other  families. 

Notes  on  some  o:  those  mention¬ 
ed  will  show  how  <  losely  connected 
the  people  of  Tusl  l  are  with  the 
old  Knickerbocker  families  in  the 
United  Spates;  In  w  prominently 
they  were  engaged  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tion;  and  how,  in  fact,  no  history 
of  the  American  Revolution  is  com¬ 
plete  without  the  his'ory  of  the  Tus- 
ket  settlers. 

(icirit  Hiiidiickscii  Blnieuwvcldt 

The  first  of  the  name  in  America 
was  Gerrit,  son  of  Hendrick,  who 
was  horn  in  1  (> 2 0  at  or  near  De- 
Venter,  and  in  16, ‘>7  sailed  for  Am¬ 
erica  on  “Der  Kahucr  Nyt  kel’’,  com¬ 
manded  hy  Pieter  Minuit.  afterward 
one  of  the  most  famous  Governors 
of  the  New  Netherland  Colony. 

lie  married,  as  the  notes  wiii 
show,  Marretje  Mloll.  first  fenuale 
white  child  horn  on  Manhattan,  and 
established  his  home  at  a  point  on 
Broadway,  now  the  site  of  the  “Law¬ 
yers  Trust  &  Guaranty  Company’’. 

He  died  Nov.  2S.  1683. 

The  Tappan  Patent 

In  16S2,  twlo  of  Gerrit’s  sons, 
Humbert  and  Johannes,  and  ‘wo  of 
his  sons-in-law,  Coe'ne  Harrng  and 
Launlbert  Smith,  v.  re  among  the 
Patentee  of  a  huge  area,  known  as 
the  “Tappan  or  B!  u veldt  Parent’’. 

Here  they  carried  on  their  peace¬ 
ful  occupations  raher  successfully 
until  the  outbreak  t  f  Lhe  Revolution. 

Tlie  Revolution 

As  is  comimonly  the  case  in  all 
civil  wars,  the  Rt  volut  ion  divided 
families,  and  sons  fouvht  against 
fathers,  and  brothers  against  bro¬ 
thers;  and  we  find  Blauv:  Idts,  Lents. 
Hatfields  and  VanNordens  on  both 
sides  throughout  the  war. 

In  one  Orange  County  regiment, 
commanded  hy  Co).  Johannes  Plan- 
veldt,  with  another  Johannes  Plan- 
veldt  as  First  Major  ai:  1  an  Abra¬ 
ham  Blaiiveldt  as  Sc-ond  Major,  we 
find  no  less  Than  j  S  o’  the  name, 
among  them  The  an  is  Pin  u  veldt. 
James  Lent  was  also  a  member  of 
this  Regiment. 


The  Andre  Case 

The  famous,  tout  unifortunate, 
Major  John  Andre,  whose  success¬ 
ful  bribing  of  General  Benedict  Ar¬ 
nold  to  surrender  West  Point  was 
one  of  the  most  outstanding  events 
of  the  whole  conflict,  was  tried  in 
the  Old  Tappan  Church,  a  church 
founded  and  maintained  largely  by 
Lhe  Plan  veldt  family. 

George  Washing  ion  was  at  the 
time  a  guest  of  Major  Fredericas 
Plauvi'd*,  and  Andre  was  hanged 
and  interred  on  the  property  of 
Pi(  tris  Smith,  t'other  of  Breech jo 
Smith,  wife  of  James  Lent.  At 
the  time  when  the  body  was  remov¬ 
ed  for  its  ultimate  burial  in  West¬ 
minster  Art)  bey,  the  land  still  be¬ 
longed  to  members  of  the  Plauveldt 
family. 

Captain  Theuitis  WaiiveH 

(’apt.  Theunis  Plauvelt  of  Tappan, 
was  the  progenitor  of  the  family  in 
Nova  Scotia.  He  was  the  son  of 
David,  was  horn  in  17  4  7  dt  Tap- 
jail,  and  was  the  great-grandson  of 
(he  original  ancestor,  Gerrit. 

lie  first  married  Katherine  De- 
Baun  and  had  two  children  Jan  and 
Maria,  whom  he  was  compelled  to 
leave  in  Tappan  with  their  grand¬ 
father.  Jan  DePaun. 

Before  the  Loyalist’s  Claims  Com¬ 
mission  he  stated  that  he  was  first 
a  member  of  the  Retoe]  forces,  mere¬ 
ly  until  lte  could  escape.  and 
that  in  177  0  he  was  granted  pro¬ 
tect  ion  hy  Sir  William  Howe.  He 
also  produced  a  Commission  as  spy 
from  General  Robinson;  and  a  Com¬ 
mission  in  the  King’s  Militia  Vol¬ 
unteers,  issued  hy  Sir  Henry  Clin¬ 
ton.  The  statement  also  describes 
a  number  of  parcels  of  land  and  also 
lvis  personal  property,  till  of  which 
was  confiscated  hy  the  Rebels,  and 
is  attested  by  James  Lent  and  Abra¬ 
ham  Lent  as  witnesses. 

At  the  close  of  the  Revolution  he 
came  to  She’burne  where  he  receiv¬ 
ed  a  grant  of  two  lots;  hut  shortly 
after  removed  to  Tusket,  where  as 
one  of  the  VanCortlandt  Grantees, 
h  *  procured  a  grant  of  dun  acres. 
Here  he  conducted  an  inn  until  hi* 
death  in  I'd  u 

He  married  (second)  11  iiinah, 
daughter  of  Gabriel  VanNorden  (an- 
o‘her  of  the  Grantees),  and  had  a 
family  of  nine,  from  whom  ate  de- 
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scended  all  Nova  Scotians  of  the 
name. 

Of  his  sons,  two.  Job  and  James 
K.f  were  Master  Mariners  and  Abra¬ 
ham  was  a  Captain  of  Militia. 

Other  Master  Mariners  hearing  the 
name  were  Gabriel  son  of  David  and 
his  brother  Robert  R.,  Aaron  Webb 
son  of  Job,  and  his  brother  John 
R..  also  Frederic  W.,  son  of  Robert 
R 

Many  others  of  the  family  follow¬ 
ed  the  sea  in  the  days  of  Nova 
Scotia’s  wooden  ships. 

Some  Hatfield  Notes 

Abram  Hatfield,  son  of  Matthias, 
had  a  son  Matthias,  whose  daughter 
Phoebe  was  the  mother  of  Governor 
Aaron  Ogden  and  General  Matthias 
Ogden. 

Margery  Hatfield,  daughter  of 
John,  married  Jacob  Tooker  and  the 
Tookers,  with  their  daughter  De¬ 
borah  and  her  husband  Dennis  Van- 
Toy  le,  were,  in  1  7 S -I ,  the  first  white 
settlers  at  Tnsket.  Their  house  was 
on  the  point  of  what  is  now  known 
as  Chase’s  island.  VanToyle  died 
and  his  widow  married  Job  Smith. 
Deborah  Smith  conducted  an  Inn  in 
Yarmouth  until  her  death  in  1SC1, 
at  the  age  of  95. 

Job  Hatfield,  brother  of  Margery, 
was  one  of  those  who  took  part  in 
t lie  hanging  of  John  Ball,  one  of  the 
noted  incidents  oj  the  Revolution; 
and  many  of  the  old  residents  had 
the  story  lirst  hand  from  his  lips. 

Abram  Marsh  Hat  field,  it  is  relat¬ 
ed,  was  famed  far  and  wide  for  his 
pride  and  particularly  for  his  vio¬ 
lent  temper.  He  was  an  officer  of 
the  Militia  and  was  for  a  time  sta- 
search  of  food. 

It  is  a  matter  of  family  tradition 
that  Capt.  Jones  was  once  captured 
in  t lie  Mediterranean  and  made  a 
galley  slave  by  his  Turkish  captors. 
Released  by  the  Turks,  he  is  said  to 
have  sworn  that  he  would  name  his 
son  for  the  Sultan.  All  his  children 
being  girls,  he  was  forced  to  compro¬ 
mise  with  heaven  and  named  his 
3  oungest  “Constant  in  a’’. 

M'any  of  the  Hat  lie  Ids  have  also 
followed  the  sea,  and  it  is  said  that 
at  one  time  there  were  1  -1  Master 
Mariners  of  the  name  sailing  Yar¬ 
mouth  ships.  One  family,  grandsons 
of  Abram  Marsh,  boasted  seven  bro¬ 
thers  all  Master  Mariners.  Joseph 


Howe  relates  howx  he  visited  this 
home  and  was  shown  their  por¬ 
traits. 

Capt.  Stanley  Hatfield,  murdered 
in  the  famous  “Mutiny  on  the  Len_ 
nie”,  was  the  son  of  Oa.pt.  James, 
and  grandson  of  Abram  Marsh. 

Others  have  been  very  pro¬ 
minent,  particularly  in  the  commer¬ 
cial  and  political  life  of  the  coun¬ 
try. 

Isaac  and  Forman,  sons  of  Capt. 
James,  and  John  V.  N.,  son  of  Col. 
Job,  were  members  of  the  Provincial 
House,  and  the  Hon.  Paul  L.,  a 
descendant  of  Abram  Marsh,  was 
for  several  terms  a  Member  of  the 
Dominion  House  and  linally  Member 
of  the  Senate. 

Some  Lent  Notes 

James  Lent,  the  founder  of  the 
line  in  Tnsket,  and  his  son  Abra¬ 
ham,  were  both  Members  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  House;  and  Abraham  was 
for  many  years  Gustos  Rotulorum. 

James  Lent  the  lirst  was  an  En¬ 
sign  in  the  Loyalist  forces  and  one 
of  the  VanCortlandt  Grantees  at 
Tnsket,  where  he  received  a  grant 
of  175  acres. 

The  Post  Office  and  Customs 
House  were  conducted  by  the  Lent 
family  for  almost  (a  century. 

William  T.  Lent  was  for  many 
years  a  prominent  merchant  at  Tus- 
ket. 

E.  Chesley  Allen,  son  of  Brechjo 
Lent  and  Stephen  Allen,  is  at  pre¬ 
sent,  1939,  Superintendent  of  the 
N.  S.  School  for  the  Blind. 

Founding  of  Tnsket 

As  the  above  notes  show,  the  first 
settlers  came  to  Tnsket  in  17 SI  and 
were  followed  in  succeeding  years 
by  many  more  of  the  Loyalists  from 
Shelbu  rue. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  these 
people  ilia m ed  the  place  and  district 
“Franklin’’  in  honor  of  Governor 
Williaun  Franklin.  Gov.  Franklin 
was  the  son  of  the  famous  Revolu¬ 
tionist  Benjamin,  but  was  as  ardent 
a  Loyalist  as  his  father  was  Rebel. 
He  swore  a  solemn  oath  that  for 
every  Loyalist  hanged  by  the  Am¬ 
ericans,  lie  would  hang  three  rebels. 

What  may  be  called  the  official 
founding  of  Tusket  was  in  17S8,when 
on  May  19,  some  12,000  acres  was 
granted  to  Major  Philip  VanCort¬ 
landt,* date  of  VanCortlandt  Manor, 
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Westchester,  New  York;  and  liis 
39  associates,  nearly  all  of  them 
Dutch  Loyalist  Officers,  who  had 
served- with  him  during  the  war. 

This  grant  was  commemorated  in 
193S  by  the  establishment  at  Tic¬ 
ket  of  a  “Public  Park  ",  nam?«l  Van 
Cortlandt  Square,  and  the  inro.  pot¬ 
ation  of  the  “Association  of  Van- 
Cortlandt  (Irantees’’. 

Van  fort  lan  ill  P:  :  k,  New  York 
City,  is  named  in  In  nor  of  the  sanr; 
Dutch  family. 

Major  VanCortlai;  It  later  obtain, 
ed  a  grant  of  lS.OOu  acres  at  Ayles- 
ford,  but  tinatlv  removed  to  Eng¬ 
land,  where  In  died.

The  Van  Nordem  lived  at  West¬ 
chester.  New  York.  Gabriel,  while 
probably  a  native  of  this  place,  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolution  and  occupancy  of 
New  York  City  by  the  BrPish  troops, 
conducted  an  Inn  or  Public  House 
there,  which  is  said  to  have  been  a 
rendezvous  of  British  Officers  and 
spies,  and  a  sort  of  clearing  house 
for  the  exchange  of  information  of 
military  value. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  lie 
came  to  Shelbiirm  and  thence  to 
Tusket,  where  in  1 7 S S  he  and  his 
sons  Stephen  and  Cornelius  were 
among  the  Van  Cor  landl  Grantees, 
later  removing  to  Arcadia,  where  he 
purchased  from  one  Bartlett  the 


property  in  recent  years  owned  and 
occupied  by  F.  A.  W.  Hatfield. 

It  is  said  on  reliable  authority 
that  he  took  with  him  from  New 
York  at  least  a  portion  of  liis  house 
there,  that  lie  later  conveyed  it  to 
Tu-ket.  and  that  it  finally  was  in¬ 
corporated  into  the  Bartlett  house. 
A  portion  of  this  liou^e  is  also  said 
to  he  of  French  construction  to 
which  additions  had  been  made 
by  Bartlett;  and  is  said  -to  he 
thi1  house  in  which  the.  famous 
Paul  Revere  took  liis  second  degree 
of  Masonry,  while  on  a  trading  ex¬ 
pedition  to  Arcadia,  jus:  prior  to  ihe 
outbreak  of  the  Revolution.
